but she did think it was a good idea, Then 
she went on to relate the success this or- 
ganization had in her home town. 

Her idea that someone might be "'be- 
hind” a Chamber of Commerce needs ans- 
wering. Recently The Clipper has pointed 
out the weaknesses in Elba because of the 
lack of such a group. After working on 
newspapers in towns where there was a 
Chamber and now in Elba where there isn’t 


‘one, the conclusion has been reached that 


the body performs a definite and needed 
function. Services rendered by the Chamber 
of Commerce returned many times the 
amount paid in dues, 

The C of C in a town packs an 
authority and prestige no one individual 
or civic club can muster. If an indivi- 
dual from Elba appears before the Pub- 
lic Service Commission protesting the 
removal of ACL passenger service here, 
he'is respectfully heard. He carries only 
the prestige his individual business or 
position gives Rim. Let that same per- 
son appear before the commission as a 
representative of the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce and his testimony packs a 
much more potent wallop. He speaks 
‘for the town and its business houses 
and his ideas are given added weight 
because of this. 

No one individual or business is behind 
the idea of a Chamber of Commerce. If 
such a group is formed, it will be because 
the heart of Elba sees the need for one. It 
is up to the long time residents and estab- 
lished businessmen to form the organization 
if they want one. Until one of them or a 
group of them get together and decide Elba 
needs a C of C, no organizational meeting 
will be held or any funds solicited for use 
to lure industry here. 

However, the need for a Chamber of 
Commerce is obvious. Coming down from 
last year’s business peak has not been easy. 
A person only has to read the classified 
ads in The Clipper to see how many apart- 
ments are for rent. It wasn’t 12 months ago 
that people were saying the only thing that 
is keeping Elba from, growing is adequate 
housing. Employees at the trailer plant and 
aIsewhere lived out of town because they 
eculdn’t find accomodations here. Now a’ 
|good many property owners in town have 
lost their rents as a source of income. 

School teachers can tell what hap- , 
pened to the occupants of these units. 
Even before school was dismissed for 
the summer months, parents were tak- 
ing their children out of classes. The 
father had lost his job and was either 
moving to another town where there 
Was employment or out to the farm 
where he could have a garden patch and 
grow enough to live on. 

To find out, how many peopie around 
Hlba are unemployed, talk to D. B. Adkin- 
son who is in charge of repair work on the 
floors at the school house. He estimates 
close to 200 men have come to him seeking 
work, Five men are doing the job for him. 

When the heart of Klba sees some of 
its citizens in distress or moving away be- 
cause of lack of jobs and sees vacant apart- 
ments and business houses, then action will 
be taken to organize a Chamber of Com- 
merce and attempt to attract industry here. 
| It will happen like it did for Centennial Day. 
)In that case Miss Gladys Clark called a 
meeting of some of the good community 
workers. From there the vroject snowballed 
into the biggest single day in Elba history. 
When everyores has the heart to feel the 
need for attracting more industry here, he 
will get behind a Chamber of Commerce or 
| similar organization with the same enthu- 
siasm and determination that made Cen- 
tennial Day go over. Until then no one will 
be “behind” a Chamber of Commerce for 


Elba, 


ADEQUATE RESERVE PROGRAM 

The complete apathy of veterans and 
their families to the army reserve program 
is one of the most startling aspects of post 

| WW II life in the United States. Not that 
the veterans are expected to join up with 
the reserve and be ready to go on 90 days 
notice. Reservists on the rolls at the time 
of the Korean War got too raw a deal to 
make it possible for the army to entice 
many men being discharged into the reserve 
program. 

_One master sergeant in Elba was jerk- 
ed from his civilian job, outfitted at a Texas 
camp and within 60 days was on the Kor- 
ean front. He was in charge of a group 


used against the enemy. 

Men don’t forget such incidents as 
that because it could have meant their lives, 
Consequently, the veterans don’t sign up 
for the reserves, Nobody blames them for 
it ,either, 

However, it is to their own selfish ° 
interest to see that an adequate reserve 
force is organized. If they don’t, they 
are likely to find themselves in the 
same situation this master sergeant did 
if another war was to break out sud- 
denly. They will be among the first 
drafted, only now they are a little older 
and a little softer and wouldn’t be able 
to take the physical punishment so well. 
Their chances of survival would be 
smaller. 

Anytime fighting breaks out and the: 
United States does not have an adequate 
reserve to throw into battle almost imme- 
diately, the veterans will be called to hold 
the line until younger men could be trained 
and organized. Within six months after 
hostilities started, it is a good bet that , 
many WW II and Korean vets would be 
back in their foxholes. The army would 
have no choice but to quickly organize the 
best units it could from veterans ranks and 
throw them into the line. 

By not supporting a reserve program 
some veterans might be signing their own 
death warrants. At tle very least, they are 
making it a virtual certainty that they will 
be called back to the army in the first draft 
ir, case of war. A man with training, even. 
if it was seven years ago, is better than a 
recruit. 

The wives and families of vet- 
erans also seem to take a dim view of 
the reserve program even though they 
are the ones who will be left ‘ ‘waiting 
at the gate.”’ So little is heard in sup- 
port of the idea and so much against 
that Congressmen are afraid to grant 
the army’s request for a compulsory 
reserve. Actually, veterans and their 
families who compose about 50 per cent 
of the U. S. population should be bom- 
barding Congress with letters telling 
them to institute this program. 

Besides insuring that the veteran will 
not have to %ear the brunt of the fighting 
again, it acts as a deterent to war. The 
only thing Russia recognizes is military 
strength. A trained and ready reserve gives | 
strength in depth at the lowest possible 
cost te the taxpayer. It’s the best thing for 
everybody, yet no one supports it. And the 
veteran who makes the least noise is the 
most vitaily affected. His life will be the 
pawn in future battles. 


PEANUTS STILL HAVE PROFS 

The House of Representatives in Wash- 
ington Thurcday, July 2, tentatively reject- 
ed a proposal to deny peanut growers furth- 
er mandatory high price support. Under the 
bill passed by the House, basic commodities 
which include cotton and peanuts, will be 
supported next year at from 82 1-2 to 90 
per cent of parity. Eisenhower’s more real- 
istic program of a sliding scale ranging 
from 75 to 90 per cent of parity was voted 
down ; 

Congressmen from farming areas 
are afraid to vote against the rigid . 
props given farm prices during the war. 
They know the political hay their oppo- 
nents would reap among rural voters 
if a sensible farm program was adopted. 

At the present time farm surpluses are 
piling up in unmanageable quantities. They 
are affecting domestic and foreign markets 
despite artificial Supports because nobody 
knows just how long the American public 
will stand for such a program before they 
demand it be abolished. 

Farmers are asking the farm program 
to do the impossible and giving reason for 
Henry Wallace, secretary of agriculture un-, 
der Franklin Roosevelt, to say, “My great- > 
est fear is that the farmers themselves may 
destroy the farm legislative machinery by 
asking it to do work for which it was never 
designed.” ; 

If farmers continue to demand price 
supports, they will probably continue to get 
them for the time being. But along with the 
supports will be a control more rigid than. 
any imposed before on American agricul- 
ture. It is time for the men in America who: 
till the soil for a livling to make their own 
“agonizing reappraisal’ of the situation to 
see if the freedoms they are sacrificing for 
supports are worth the returns they receive.
